Verdict Was Reached After Trial 


Lasting a Week about Noon 


Last Wednesday. 


On last Wednesday, near the 110011 


hour, the jury in the case of the First 
National Bank of Gettysburg vs. Noah 
R. Beamer, brought in a verdict for 
the defendant. The verdict necessari- 
ly meant that in the opinion of the 
jury the name of Noah R. Beamer on 
the note of C. H. Beamer was not his 
genuine signature, but was a forgery. 


Wm. Hersh, Esq., and C. W. Sheely, 


Esq., after the close of the testimony 
on Tuesday morning, argued the case 
of the defendant to the jury and S. S. 
Neely, Esq., made the argument for 
the plaintiff in the afternoon, and on 
Wednesday morning the court charged 
the jury. 


The result was largely the expected 


one and due in part to the many ru- 
mors that were believed but could not 
be properly offered in evidence. Coun- 
ty Commissioner elect J. Andrew Kane 
while on the witness stand said his 
name had been forged by C. H. Beam- 
er to a note and that it was blunder- 
ingly done, that his initials, J. A., were 
reversed to A. J., and when he had got 
on to it the note had been quickly 
naid. Things of that kind led many 
to expect the verdict the jury arrived 
at. The plaintiff made a motion for 
a new trial. 


The ease of the First National Bank 


oj Gettysburg vs. Noah R. Beamer and 
Wilson" Beamer, administrator of Cal- 
vin Beamer, and George Heller, was 
discontinued upon the conclusion in 
the former case. 


The next case in which a jury was 


drawn was that of S. Elizabeth Thom- 
as vs. Henry A. Deardorff, being an ac- 
Uon for damages for an alleged breach 
ot" promise to marry. The 
plaintiff 


knocked her own case out of court for 
she would not answer all the questions 
put to her by her own counsel, nor 
those asked 011 cross-examination, and 
tbe court was unable to get her to 
make answer to questions asked by 
iiie court. The result was that upon 
the conclusion of her testimony, the 
court directed the jury to .bring in a 
verdict for the defendant,

Wednesday morning. The turkeys 
were brought in by the hundreds, and 
in the care and preparation for market 
eighteen people were employed by Mr. 
Rebert and nineteen by Mr. JLia;htuer. 


At each establishment there is a 


small room in which the killing is 
done. The turkey is suspended by hia 
legs at the end of a rope and he is stuck 
in the throat and quickSy bleeds to 
death 
The feathers are then picked 


from tbe body dry and undrawn tbe 
turkey Is placed in a bath»of ice water 
for ,au bo^ir or more. ^je. turkejr-iK 
never shipped drawn as there is no 
market for it in that condition. There 
is not the slightest danger of the tur- 
key becoming tainted if undrawn. 
If 


drawn the air quickly drys the body 
inside and out and a certain line flavor 
is lost which the undrawn turkey re- 
tains. 
After the ice water bath feet 


and head are cleaned and Mr. Turkey 
goes into a barrel ready to be shipped 
by express.

Clyde Bre m *»ot a few seconds later 
through the neck and the buck con- 
tinued to advance towards the l*iys a- 
though to attack. English fired two 
more shots and Bream put a shot 
through the heart when bwk was ten 
steps away. When the carcass was 
examined it was found that four of the 


bridges between York and Baltimore, 
the Eighty Seventh regiment was sent 
to West Virginia. 


Owing to the defeat of Milroy near 


Winchester the Eighty Seventh regi- 
ment did not get to the battle of Get- 
tysburg. 
In the spring of 18G4 this 


regiment was placed in the First Bri- 
gade, Third Divisionn, Sixth Army 
Corps, and served with distinction in 
all the battles of Grant's campaign 
from the Rapidan River to the capture 
of Petersburg. 


The regiment lost heavily in the bat- 


tles of the Wilderness, Spottsylvania. 
Cold Harbor and in the siege of Peters- 
burg. 
While Grant's army of 120.000 


men was laying siege to Petersburg 
in the summer of 1864. General .Tubal 
Ejuly with 17.000 men sweeped down 
ihe Shenamloah Valley and threaten- 
ed Washington. The Eighty Seventh 
regiment under f-ommand of Colonel 
Stable (now residing near York), with 
Rickett's Division of the Sixth Arnn 
Corps moved toward Washington on 
the fastest steamers that, could be ob- 
tained. When the troops reached Bal- 
timore they were conveyed in passen- 
ger coaches with all possible haste to 
Frederick. Maryland. Before they had 
learned that town General Early, who 
the year before had captured York, 
levied and collected two hundred thou- 
sand dollars from the citizens of Fred-

Many cattle came to 
Pennsylvania during the two weeks 
mentioned. All of these shipments 
are being looked up as 
far as this is 


possible but some have beeu dispersed 
and -ire hard to trace. Meuce tliere is 
the possibility that 
Joot-and-iuouth 


disease may occur anywhere in the 
State, even in a place least to be sus- 
pected. 


Jt is of the greatest importance that 


outbrepks shall be promptly reported 
so that all necessary precautions may 
betaken. Reports should be sent by 
telegraph—charges 
collect—to 
the 


State Veterinarian at Harrisburg. All 
citi/.eus should consider it their duty 
to make such reporls, in the interest 
of tbe public welfare. Just at this 
time, any unusual disease affecting 
tbe mouths or feet of cattle should be 
regaided with suspicion. If such dis- 
ease spreads Irom animal to animal 
there can be little doubt as to its na- 
ture. 


In lepressJng this disease the 1,'uited 


States Department of Agriculture is 
co-operating and is assisting the State 
Livestock Sanitary Board. As a re- 
suit of such co-operation it is possible 
to pay to owners full value for all cat- 
tle that may have to be destroyed on 
account of this disease provided the 
owners co-operate 
with the public 


authorities and do their part to pre- 
vent the further spread of infection.
